1. MISOFF RAISED KHMER QUESTION AFTERNOON OCT 14 IN 
COURSE OF DISCUSSION OF OTHER MATTERS WITH PAK DELEGATE 
HAY AT MEHDI. 

2. MEHDI CONFIRMED TO US THAT, GIVEN PAKISTAN RECOGNITION 

OF GRUNK, PAKISTAN WOULD HAVE NO ALTERNATIVE, PARTICULARLY 
SINCE IT IS UNDER CONTINUING PRESSURE FROM CHINA, TO VOTE 
FOR PRO-GRUNK RESOLUTION. HE SAID ALSO THAT GOP 
WAS UNDER PRESSURE, IN ACT, TO COSPONSOR GRUNK RESOLUTION. 

3. HOWEVER, MEHDI TOLD US THAT PAKS HAVE NOT MADE FINAL 
DECISION HOW TO VOTE EITHER ON SUBSTANCE OF FRIENDLY 
ASIAN DRAFT OR ON PRIORITY. 

4. HE SAID THE DECISION WOULD BE MADE WITHIN ABOUT 

A WEEK, DEPENDING IN PART UPON WHETHER OR NOT FOREIGN 
MINISTER COMES FROM ISLAMABAD TO NEW YORK BY THAT TIME. 
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IF FOREIGN MINISTER DOES NOT COME, HE MAY MAKE DECISION IN 
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ISLAMABAD, PERHAPS WITHOUT FURTHER CONSULTATION WITH PAK DEL 
HERE. 

5. WE RECALLED FOR MEHDI THE STRENGTH OF OUR CONVICTION 
THAT ADOPTION OF PRO-GRUNK RESOLUTION WOULD BE DESTRUCTIVE 
AND WE EMPHASIZED TO HIM THAT. ALTHOUGH DRAFT BEING CIRCULATED 
BY ASIANS WAS INDEED ASIAN DRAFT, WE STRONGLY ENDORSED IT AS 
OFFERING A REASONABLE ALTERNATIVE TO THE GRUNK RESOLUTION. 

6. WE RECOMMEND DEMARCHE BY EMBASSY ISLAMABAD AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE, HAVING IN MIND BOTH THAT CHINESE REPORTEDLY HAVE BEEN 
QUITE ACTIVE IN CAPITALS ON THIS ISSUE, THUS REQUIRING COUNTER- 
PRESSURE FROM US, AND THAT FOREIGN MINISTRY APPARENTLY MAY MAKE 
DECISION IN NEAR FUTURE. MEHDI HAS BEEN STRAIGHTFORWARD WITH 

US IN PAST, AND WE THEREFORE TAKE SERIOUSLY HIS COMMENT ABOUT 
PRESSURE FOR COSPONSORSHIP. DEMARCHE BY US IN CAPITAL AT THIS 
POINT WOULD BE FOR PURPOSE OF ENSURING THAT PAKS DO NOT COSPONSOR 
GRUNK RESOLUTION AND MIGHT KEEP DOOR OPEN FOR HELP, IF ONLY 
ABSTENTION, ON FRIENDLY DRAFT. 

7. AS REPORTED SEPTEL, JAPANESE ARE INSTRUCTING EMBASSIES 

NOW TO APPROACH IN CAPITALS THOSE WHO VOTED AGAINST DEFERMENT 
LAST YEAR. WE THEREFORE RECOMMEND EMBASSY ISLAMABAD CONSULT WITH 
JAPANESE THERE ON DEMARCHE TO PAKS.
